Muir shot Levioiette after a quar­ 
rel in a Valley Field bar room. 
Levioiette, according to court testi­ 
mony, had struck M uir’s crony, a 
cripple nam ed Joseph Plant during 
an argum ent over the m erits of a 
hunting dog. 
Not until the noose was slipped 
was it certain th a t the sentence 
would be put into effect so strenu­ 
ous were the 
efforts of Confess 
Richelieu and 
Mrs. W alter Muir, 
the boy’s m other, to secure for the 
prisoner a new tria l 
Muir claimed th a t when he drew 
the pistol during the quarrel with 
Levioiette he m eant only to scare 
him. He fired two shots into the 
floor and one 
of them 
glancing 
struck Levioiette in the breast. 
The jury found Muir guilty and 
he was sentenced to hang last April 
but a reprieve w as granted to per­ 
m it an appeal, The appeal was . dis­ 
missed.

It was some better 
than tho next six rows which were 
not fertilized at all. Then came 12 
rows fertilized with an equal mix- 
ture at the rate of 200 pounds per 
aero This was considerably better. 
Other strips were fertilized with 400 
pounds ot each and half and halt 


1 mixtures. At present the 
12 rows 


with the phosphate at tho rate ol 
400 
pounds looked better to me 


than any of the others, although 
the half and half mixture of phos- 
phate and nitrate at. the same rate 
ooked almost as well. These are 
sqinring well while the unlertilized 
rows had 
not begun to put on 


Drives Of course the flnai result 
mav be altogether different. Only 
when the crop is picked can a de- 
cision be reached. The phosphate 
costs $20 per ton and the nitrate 
$70 under tho Quotations obtained 
bv J. D. Hill this year.
